Reasons for Activity. 

[i is easy to understand why the fac-

The Brotherton men declare that they 
can already count eleven members for 
Brotherton next year, with a strong pos- 
sibility of thirteen and a fighting chance 
for fourteen,

Rice 
claimed to be an engineer by trade. 

The prison authorities herve looked every 
day apd every night within the prison 
stockade and walls for these men. As one 
of the officials says: 

“They have either been helped out by 
some employee, or else are hidden some- 
where within the stockade or the walls. 
That is why 
them.”’ 

The escape, if they have escaped, is 
simply astonishing. The authorities say: 
they do not yet know how Will Harris, 
the Mecklenburg outlaw, got away from 
the prigon.

STORM REDUCES RECEIPTS 


Albany Received Only Third of Cot- 
ton Expected During the Past 
Week—Believed That Pres- 
ent Week Will Also 

Be Short. 


Albany, Ga., September 20.—(Special.)— 
A better idea of the extent of the dam- 
age wrought to the cotion crop in this 
part of the state by the torrential rains 
of last Sunday and Monday may be had 
through a comparison of market receipts 
than has vet been obtained, although 
reports of the havoc wrought have been 
generally full. 


The wagon receipts of the Albany mar- 
ket for the week immediately preceding 
the storm reached a total of 2.329 bales; 
the receipts for the last day of that week, 
Saturday the 12th inst., being 713 bales. 

It was the confident expectation of cot- 
ton men that the receipts of the following 
week would be nearly 50 per cent ereater 
than for the six days !mmediately pre- 
ceding the storm. It was believed the 
week's total would be about 3,500 bales, 
not counting that received by rail, and 
that Saturday's receipts would exceed 
1,000 bales. 

As a matter of fact, 
ceipts by this market 
450 bales, while for the week but 1,201 
bales were reported by the local ware 
houses. This was a shortage for the 
week In this market alone of about 2,300 
bales. 

When it is taken Into consideration that 
throughout this entire section as well as 
in portions of other states, weather con- 
ditions almost identical with those which 
prevailed here on last Sunday and Mon- 
day were reported, it is readily seen that 
the loss to the farmers was heavy. 

Thousands of pounds of open cotton 
was beaten into the ground, and another 
week will pass before receipts will be 
up to their normal stage.

Within the last twelve months five bru- 
tal murders have been committed in a 
Small area in the western part of Worth 
county. The last crime was that of Wil- 
liam Wiggins, a negro, who shot and in- 
stantly killed Henry Cheatham. 

Wiggins was captured two or three 
days ago in Alabama by officers from 
this county who had followed him, but 
the other four murderers. are still at 
large. There has been a good deal of 
comment in Worth county on the fact 
that so many dangerous criminals have 
been allowed to escape punishment, and 
consequently a good dea} of satisfaction 
is expressed that Wiggins has been cap- 
tured. 

He was lodged in jail at Isabella yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The western section of Worth has earn- 
ed a rather unenviable reputation during 
the last year on account of its criminal 
record, and the officers are making a 
commendable effort to restore the condi- 
tions of peace and quiet which formerly 
prevailed. 

It is belleved that the four murderers 
still at large will yet be captured and 
punished. 


CONVICT KILLED BY TRUSTY 


While Isaac Sims Escaped Grant Mc- 
Neil Was Shot to Death by 
Preston Jefferson a “Lifer” 
Who May Now Get 
Pardon. 


Columbia, S. C., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—A dering Gash for liberty by con- 
victs at work on the state convict farm 
at Hagood, Keershaw county, resulted 
in the killing of Grant McNeil and the 
escape of Isaac Sims. 

The convicts had just finished their 
Uay’s work and were ordered to line up 
and be counted to return to the stock- 
ade. <As the order was given McNeill 
and Sims dashed avay. Guard Hurston, 
who was in charge, ordered them to 
halt, but they refnsed. He then opened 
fire with rifle. on McNeil, but failed to 
hit him He then fired at Sims, at 
close range, also isnissing him. His rifle 
failing to extract the old shells and as 
he could not reload, the prisoners es- 
caped under the cover of darkness. Tha 
elarm was given and guards and “‘trus- 
tie@’’ were posted in every direction. 

In a short time Grant McNeil showed 
himself about a mile from where the 
escape was made. When seen he was 
making his way to the river. This point 
was being guarded by Preston Jefferson, 
cne cf the iccst trvsted convicts on the 
farm. Jefferson ordered McNeill to -halt, 
but instead of doing so he only increased 
his speed. 

When about fifty vards distant Jeffer- 
son opened fire with the rifle he had 
been given and at the first shot brought 
down the fleeing desperado. The bullet 
struck McNell in the lef, breaking it 
in two places and at the same time sev- 
ering the main artery and in a short 
time McNeil breathed his last. Guards 
ard trvsties were kept on duty through 
the night in search of Sims, but he had 
made good his escape. 

B8ims and McNeil were two of the most 
desperate convicts on the farm and were 
comstantly watched. Both men were 
serving life sentences for murder. 

A feature of the affair is that Preston 
Jefferscn, who killed McNeil Is himself 
a life prisoner, havirg allready served 
fourteen years. Not long ago an ef- 
fort was srade to have him pardoned, 
but for some reason the governor refused 
to do so. No doubt his recent meritori- 
our conductt will aappeal to the chief 
executive an@ it is thought that he will 
be granted an immediate pardon. 

After hearing the evidence in the case 
the coroner’s jury rendered a_ verdict 
exonerating Preston Jefferson.

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SAYS LAW IS CONSTITUTIONAL. 


Judge Garrison’s Opinion of New 
Jersey Primary Law. 
Trenton, N. J., September 20.—The pri- 
mary election law, passed by the last ses- 
sion of the legislature, has been held to 
be constitutionar in an opinion filed Nere 
last night by Justice Garrison, of the 
state supreme court. Justice Garrison 

says: 

“The right to vote a secret ballot is 
neither a natural right nor a constitu- 
tional right. Hence a legislative provi- 
sion that if challenged a voter shall make 
affidavit that at the last general election 
he voted for a majority of the candidates 
of the party with which he is proposing 
to act violates no constitutional right of 
such voter. The argument, therefore, 
that the affidavit made by a challenged 
voter violates any natural or constitu- 
tional right to secrecy possessed by him 
is entirely without foundation. More- 
over, as the voter is not required to say 
for whom he voted, but only that Nhe 
voted for a majority of the candidates of 
the party with which he clalms to act, it 
is difficult to see wherein such partial 
avowal is any more inimica) to secrecy 
than Js the open and avowed partisan co- 
operation that hag hitherto constituted 
the voter’s credentials.” 

Justice Garrison further holds that the 
right to enact a primary election law is 
clearly within the legisiature’s police pow- 
ers. Primary elections, he said, are so 
far matter of public concern that they 
are at the discretion of the legislature 
proper objects of reasonable statutory 
regulation.

CORONER ARRESTS SHERIFF 


South Carolina Officer Charged with 
Murder Refuses To Surrender 
Office—Governor Forbidden 
To Remove Sheriff. 

Strange Case. 


Columbia, 8. C.; September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The sheriff of Saluda county its 
charged with murder, yet he refuses to 
relinquish his office to the coroner, who 
believes he ts empowered to act in such 
cases. 
~ A short time ago a shot was heard .p- 
on the streets of the town of Saluda. 
and those who came from their stores 
found a negro dying upon the corner of 
one of the principal streets. The coro- 
ner’s jury after an investigation, contin- 
uling for two days, rendered a verdict in 
which Mr. Rhoden, the sheriff of the 
county, was charged along with another 
white man, with the crime. 

The coroner, before the verdict was an- 
nounced, left the jury room and walking 
into_a store in which the sheriff was 
standing, laid his hand upon his should- 
er and told him that he was his prisoner 
upon the charge of murder. The sheriff 
submitted to arrest by the coroner with- 
out comment. Thus for the first time in 
the history of the state, so far as is 
known, the sheriff of a county was ar- 
rested, charged with a heinous offense. 

Under the law, in such cases, the coro- 
ner is charged with the conduct of the 
office of sheriff. Coroner Gibson has writ- 
ten the governor of the state, saying that 
he demanded the office from the sheriff, 
who had mot only refused to turn over 
the office, but had refused to be locked 
up in the jail and had discharged the 
jailer from whom he had taken a re- 
ceipt for his prisoner and had ordered 
him from the jaii. The coroner further 
reports that the sheriff is at large un- 
der habeas corpus proceedings and has 
requested advice., 

Another unique question that arises 
is whether the governor can act in t he 
matter, the state law prohibiting him 
from removing any sheriff for any cause 
whatever. 

The attorney general is now wrestling 
with the remarkable and very unusual 
case and hopes to be able to give the 
governor an opinion on Monday advising 
him asito his course.

concert of Europe: His sword is that 
baton. If ue should lower its point 
to the ground the concert will go on 
and the hellish orgies of the murder- 
ous Turk continue in full view of the 
wondering world-audience. But should 
he lift it in the air there will be a rup- 
ture of the concert and a melee of dis- 
cords that will fill Europe and Asia, 
and awe civilization with horrer. 

When, in 1887, Ferdinand was in- 
troduced in a Vienna cafe to the Bul- 
garian depu* tion. that was hunting 
some one daring enough to accept the 
Bulgarian throne, he charmed them by 
his finesse and captured their suffrage 
by an artful diplomacy that led the 
Ssobranje to unanimously call him to 
his present office. All Europe said his 
election was a farce and that be would 
not dare to appear in Sofia to be 
crowned. Bismarck smoked and 
sneered at thé comicalness of the epi- 
sode. The czar of Russia refused to 
consider the case seriously. Franz 
Joseph, of Austria, snorted at the idea 
and refused to discuss the incident. 
Bulgaria was a dead cerd in the Eu- 
ropean deck. 

But Ferdinand went to Sofla' He 
was crowned and took up the busi- 
ness of being a prince of his people 
with purpose and authority. He has 
in seventeen years, with no help from 
any other power, established the sol- 
vency of the nation, made profitable 
its industries and equipped one of the 
best drilled and efficient small armies 
in all Europe. aAustria, Russia and 
Germany, as well as the ‘Turk, have 
had to deal with him and he has 
made them eat humble pie in: front 
of his throne. Whatever else may be 
Said of him it cannot be charged that 
he has not shown the force, wisdom 
and art of good government and made 
himself respected in courts where he 
was once despised and from which he 
was barred as a pretender and pariah. 

Now, should Ferdinand, for the de- 
fense of the Bulgarian Christians who 
are being butchered by thousands in 
Macedonia, anc in spite of the warn- 
ings of the larger powers, take up 
arms against the Turk no prophet has 
ken to tell where and when the end 
would be reached. The dogs of war 
once slipped it wouid .be almost im- 
possible to hold in leash the Jemands 
of the civilized Christian world that 
the Turk should be either expelled 
from Europe, exterminated for the 
good of humanity, or taught his les- 
son and bonded for his good beaavior 
as to give a sense of safety from any 
of his future rapacities. 

it lies with Ferdinand to say which 
way the issue shall be made. He is 
fearless enough to follow nis own de- 
cisions, whether they lead to Victory, 
or to annihilation. The idea that he 
is a craven, or more regardful of his 
throne than his sense of duty to his 
countrymen and humanity, is a wide 
misjudgment of his character. Eu- 
rope can best save its peace by giving 
to Ferdinand a sure guaranty of the 
policing and punishment of ‘the un- 
speakabie Turk,”

‘numbers of Handel’s ‘Messiah,’ says 
Miss Hallock, “is 72 1-2 beats per min- 
ute; exactly the rate of the average 
‘norma! healthy pulse.” And further, 
“from the beginning of the first vol- 
‘ume of Beethoven's sonatas, nineteen 
are set to a rnythm of 72 to 76 beats 
to the minute, and all the rhythmic 
markings of these sonatas lie between 
60 to 80 beats a minute, exactly the 
hormal pulse varied by the time of 
day and meals.” 

The subconscious tuning of melody 
to the great scheme of Nature is a 
stupendous thought and one which 
opens up a vast fleld for further re- 
search, 

Miss Hallock’s paper is interesting 
and enlightening.

Decent Summer Resorts. 

More than one of the eastern pa- 
pers has noticed the great popularity 
the past season of those summer res- 
oris where there are no saloons and 
ho gambling, where literary and re- 
ligious entertainments were provided, 
and where the Sundays were quiet and 
respected. For the first time, appa- 
rently, this contract has attracted spe- 
cific attention and favorable com- 
ment. 

The fact that such places as Ocean 
Grove, Asbury Park, Lake Mohonk, 
Old Orchard and Cottage City, to say 
nothing of old Chautauqua, should 
make so much better showings as to 
crowds and profits should not be re- 
garded as a curious one. There are 
Many thousands of people in the 
United States who spend periods of 
rest and recreation at summer resorts 
who are careful not to go to such 
places as those tnat depend upon fast 
life, drinking and gambling... They 
shun such places because their sense 
of moral and physical comfort is of: 
fended by them at any time and in all 
places. 

It is to the credit of our country- 
men that the decent resorts are multi- 
plying in numbers and that every year 
more and more people overcrowd them 
and make other such places necessary 
for future seasons. The average solid 
American is not “sporty” and a lover 
of the immoral whirl. When he takes 
wife, daughters and sons for a vaca- 
tion he does not purpose to introduce 
them to the half world or acquaint 
them with vice. Therefore the reason 
for the increasing popularity of clean 
resorts is eesily explained. 

The Courts Will Punish. 

[In a case recently tried before him 
at Newran, Judge Samps Fiarris, in 
passing sentence upon a convicted 
criminal, made some remarks which 
are worth noting. 

A negro had been convicted of an 
attempt at criminal assault upon a 
woman of his race, the verdict being 
accoinpanied with recommendation to 
mercy. It is stated in the telegraphic 
reporis of the case that the negroes 
followed the case with much interest 
and that they heartily approved of the 
verdict. 

In passing sentence, Judge Harris 
said: 


The crime for which vou have been 
convicted is the oge that has given our 
people more trouble than any other. To- 
day it hovers like a black cloud over the 
whole country, north as well as south, 
east and west. Every good citizen con- 
demng it. In passing sentence on you, I 
want to let the women of our country 
know, both white and black, that when 
they call upon the courts of Georgia for 
protection against those who assault them. 
they shall be protected. I want you to 
know and all men of your race to know, 
and the sooner you learn it the better, 
that when you commit that crime and 
ask jhe court for mercy you will find 
no responsive sympathy, but shall suffer 
the extreme penalfy of the law. The 
punishment prescribed by the law for 
this offense is from one to twenty years, 
in the discretion of the court, and while 
I could sentence you for any number of 
years not less than one nor longer than 
twenty, for the purpose of deterring 
othery I givagyou the full limit of twenty 
years. 

When Judge Harris declared that 
the courts of Georgia stand ready to 
punish to the fullest extent those who 
commit or attempt a crime of this 
character, he uttered a trueism which 
finds indorsement in the judicial rec- 


ords of the state. 
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Substitute for the Millennium. 

As we havé had occasion to point 
out before, the good that hag resulted 
from the enactment of the Calvin 
vagrancy law is not measured by the 
number of arrests and convictions 
in the courts. A good many whom 
the authorities believe to be liable 
to punishment under the law have 
been arrested in different parts of 
the state and, the fact being duly 
chronicled, there has been a rush on 
the part of others to escape that fate 
by getting busy. 

Farmers report a sudden awakening 
of interest on the part of lazy negroes 
in the work of the cotton fields. There 
has been a notable increase in the 
supply of this sort of labor in many 
sections. Amd not only the negroes 
but a large number of young white 
men who have heretofore been con- 
ducting a world-owes-me-a-living exist- 
ence have experienced a change of 
heart. President Harold Lamb, who is 
at the head of .he Unicn Manufactur- 
ing Company at Union Point, throws 
s0Me interesting iigut upon the work- 
ings of the law in a letter to The Au- 
gusta Chronicle, in which he says: 

In the past I have tried to interest cer- 
tain young white men in ovwr little enter- 
prise in thé capacity of operatives, there- 
by enabling them to furnish their quota 
to the support of their families. They 
have tried it for a little while and then 
discovered that they possessed weak 
backs, delicate lungs, etc. 
lMke maladies, however, to their parents 
or sisters, they have very kindly permit- 
ted them to work, taking as their share 
prominent positions on our street corners, 
coupled with three square meals per diem. 

‘They were notified a few days ago by 
the county authorities that they would 
either work or be worked. Their mala-

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STATE PRESS SiDELIGHTS. 


Speaking of the vexed question which 
is before the state just now of how the 
$30,000 exhibit of Georgia’s resources, 
which was ordered to be collected by the 
state legislature, is to be conveyed to St. 
Louls and an attractive display made at 
the world’s fair, The Gavannah News 
says: 

“It seems that there should be no diffi- 
culty in raising the needed money. Not 
a very great deal will be required. If the 
commercia] bodies of the state would 
take up the matter they could doubtless 
raise the fund in a short while. The ex- 
hibit at St. Louis is to be for the purpose 
of advertising the advantages of Georgia 
and inducing immigration and investment. 
The interests that wouhd be benefited, di- 
rectly and indirectly, by an influx of new 
citizen and new capital are largely re 
resented by the trade ‘bodies. The rall- 
roads could doubtless be depended on for 
assistance inethe way of subscriptions, 
if not in transportation. It is a matter 
of ‘both state pride and state profit that 
the exhibit shall be sent on promptly and 
installed in good shape by the time of 
the opening of the fair."’ 


Laurens county is in a quandary, as are 
many. others, as to whether or not she 
ought to sacrifice a part of her school 
allowance for the privilege of having her 
roads worked by state convicts. Al- 
though the amount deducted for each 
convict is nominal, being only $150, the 
total amount that will be deducted for 
the twenty-tMree convicts to which she 
is entitled, would be $3,450 per annum. 
The Courier-Dispatch is opposed to the 
arrangement and believes the money could 
be put to better use in the city and 
county schools than in having the roads 
worked by convict labor, even at such a

ON THE UNITED STATES 


The Causes That. Have Led Him To Champion a. 


Protective Scheme for British Manufactures 
and Trade. 


By Sam W. Small. 


HE concluding statement by Profes- 

sor Cramb, in the article printed in 

The Constitution of Saturday is cor- 
rect, namely, that Mr. Chamberlain “has 
forced from, the study into the sphere 
of practical politics the most fate-fraught 
question which England has had to face 
for over a century and a quarter!” 

That question is whether England will 
abandon her free trade policy of the last 
fifty "years and make the effort to regen- 
erate her agricultur@l interests and pre- 
serve here manufacturing and sea-carry+ 
— supreniacy by a protective tariff sys- 

m? 

The resignation of Mr. Chamberlain 
from the cabinet in order to press this 
question upon the consideration and 
judgment of the kingdom inevitably re- 
quires that every elector of Great Brit- 
ain—farmer, wrokingman and capitalist, 
whether lord or laborer—must prepare to 
say yea or nay to his proposals. 

The Birth of British Industries. 

Until the last of the Tudors, Queen 
Elizabeth, came to the throne in 1558 
England had been the thrall of foreign 
factors and tradesmen. She produced 
only raw materials that continental man- 
ufacturers took in exchange for finished 
goods, imported and sold by foraging 
continental merchants. 

Her industrial condition, indeed, was 
almost identical with ours here in the 
south in the first half of the last cen- 
tury. 

Queen Elizabeth, however, was stirred 
up by Sir Thomas Gresham and Lord 
Burghley, a great ancestor of Lord 8Sa- 
lisbury, who were her ehief fiscal ad- 
visors, to discourage the foreign exploit- 
ers and afford aid and protection to na- 
tive merchants and manufacturers. They 
inaugurated the first steps of a policy 
that has since become what may be call- 
ed ‘“‘the political art of home protection” 
of industries and trade. And thig policy 
continued and expanded for one hundred 
an fifty years, until, in 1700, the English 
had captured control of international 
commerce from the Dutch and the Flem- 
ings, and William of Orange had wrested 
from Holland and established in London 
that financial world-power that yet main- 
tains the British metropolis as the mon- 
etary clearing house of the globe. 


The Leader of the Nations. 


This rapid and powerful growth con- 
tinued until, in spite of the loss of her 


American colonies, early in the last cen-4¢ 


tury England stood in first place as to 
manufacturing and merchant marine. 
Her people were prosperous and her trade 
was constantly enlarging her capital 
wealth from the profits gained in almost 
every market of the earth. 

In the early ’40’s the English people 
awoke to the realization that their pop- 
ulation had grown with their industries 
to the point where their agriculture was 
unable to meet the demand for bread. 
In order to keep the farmers at work and 
contented they had been ‘protected by a 
tax on foreign breadstuffs, meat, etc. 
Naturally this tariff, cooperating with 
the over demand for food, ran prices to 
the point where. the people revolted 

against the so-called “corn laws.’ Bread 


riots were of frequent occurrence and | 


the repeal of the: tariff on foodstuffs was 
urged by the manutacturers, who pre- 
ferred to sacrifice the farmers rather 
than pay higher wages for their labor in 
order to enable it to buy high-priced na- 
tive bread and meat. 

On June 26, 1846, the ‘corn laws 
repealed and from that date English ag- 
ricultural interests began to decline. 

Mulhall says that the agricult@ral cap- 
ital in England has fallen off $150,000,- 
000 since 1880. Millions oi acres in Kng- 
land and Ireiand, once devoted to agri- 
culture, have. been abandoned, because 
food can be bought cheaper from the 
Lhited States, Canada, Argentina, av\Uus- 
sia and India. Today the British iarmer, 
without the application otf the agricul- 
tural] rates—a aevice like the 2 cents per 
pound bonus we once paid to our Amer- 
ican sugar raisers—would be utterly 
driven trom his plow! 

The Turning of the Scale. 

The civil war in the United Space was 
a great misfortune to England. Although 
she could not get our blockuded cotton 
she still had to feed her people and buy 
much of that food from our western 
states at enormous prices. Meanwhihe 
the war engineers stimulated our home in- 
ventions and industries, the protective 
policy shut England ous of our mar- 
kets, and soon she found that Our pro- 
ducing efficacy in manufactures was oul- 
stripping her own. 

the Franco-Prossien war produced jike 
results in those countries after hostili- 
ties ended, each striving for the indus- 
tria] employment of its people and inde- 
pendence of either English or American 
products of manufacture, 

For fifty years, however, under her 
free trade policy of exchanging manufac- 
tured goods for food and raw materials 
England has crowded her industries to 
the limit of their capacities and opportu- 
nities. Meanwhile American ana conti- 
nental competition hag followed her into 
the world markets and even Into her own 
home markets. Indeed, American ma- 
chinery and skill, combined with profit- 
able home markets, have enabled our 
makers to undersell English producers 
at their own factory doors. 

Money v. Manufactures. 

When this competitive era set in and 
the profits of English manufacturing be- 
gan to decline the holders of the wealth 
of England began to look elsewhere for 
profits, Instead of protecting their own 
factories and people they went out to ac- 
quire control of the industries of other 
countries. They put their money into 
the farms, railways, mines, factories and 
other indusiries of whatever country of- 
fered larger profits than English invest- 
ments. How many millions they have in 
American industries no man can tell, If 
is more than she has invested in all her 
own colonies combined! But of the $15.- 
000,000,000 of England’s total wealth 
more than one-third is in foreign invest- 
ments. In 1865 the sum was so small 
as to cut no figure on the London stock 
exchange! 

But these vast foreign investments 
bring profits to the moneyed class only. 
The millions of the people reap nothing 
from them and must find their liivings 
by their daily labor. Half a million of 
workers in England are today hunting 
for the jobs that are not, because agri- 
cultural and manufacturing depression 
have wiped them out. The poor devils 
who went off to South Africa to figit 
the Boers and got back safely. found their 
jobs in the hands of the fellows who 
didn’t go soldiering, and who now re- 
fuse to surrender .the work that means 
everything to them and their families, 

Another Thorn in the Flesh.

Canada has untold wealth of raw ma- 
terials and is heart-set on imitating the 
United States by building up a strong 
and profitable line of home manufactures. 
To that end she claims the right to erect 
qa tariff barrier even against the finished 
goods of the mother country. She has 
wheat, barley and other natural products 
that she prefers to ship to @mgland nun- 
cer free trade regulations and sell for 
Cash in order to Increase her working 
capital. For that good and sufficient rea- 
gon, which is held just as _ stronglv 
also by Australia and Cape Colony, the 
conference of colonia] premiers, held in 
London in July of last year, definitely 
gave Mr. Chamberlain to understand that 
his scheme, so far-as the zollverein fres 
trade feature was concerned, could not 
be accepted by the colonies. 

And right there, doubtless, is to be 
found the reason for his resigning the 
post of secretary for the colonies. He 
wished to wash his handg of all official 
connection with them and limit his cam- 
raign for protection to the United King- 
dom on the ground of its necessity for 
the salvation of specific English indus- 
tries. It is unlikely that he will press 
the zollverein, or the bread tax. articles 
of his first intentions any further untfl 
England adopts protection and the colo- 
nies are forced to ask for reciprocity. 

What Does Chamberlain Want? 

Mr. Chamberlain is quite as able in 
business as he is in politics. He has ccn- 
vinced himself that the 40,000,000 peopie 
of the United Kingdom, neither in their 
egriculture nor their industrial enter- 
rrise, can subsist profitably, or even com- 
fortably, on the returns from Britis” 
money investments in foreign countries.

He has k2pt a jealous and 
alert eye upon the economic events of our 
history and in them he has fread ths 
literal fulfillment of the warring given to 
England ty Malthus over a century ago, 
that: 

“Tt wil! finally answer to most lauded 
nations both to manufacture for théem- 
selves, and to conduct their own com- 
merce. That raw cotton should be ship- 
ped in America, carried some thousands 
of miles to another country, there to be 
manufactured and shipped epain for the 
American market, is a state of things 
that carnot be permanent. A purely com- 
‘rercial stute must always be undersold 
end driver out of the market by those 
who possess the advantage of land (for 
raising self-supporting food products). 


There was the warning, but England did 


not take it in its season. Now Mr. 
Chamberlain is aroused to the necessity 
of repairing, if possible, that disaster- 
bringing error. 

The United States is the Gcliath which

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“Washington, September 20.—(Special.)— 
Commerce between the United States and 
Turkey amounts to 64,000,000 plasters 
annually. Thig seems Hke a very con- 
siderable sum, but its apparent magni- 
tude {s somewhat reduted by the matter- 
of-fact announcement of the department 
of commerce and >labor, through its bu- 
reau of statistics, that a plaster is only 
4 1-2 cents in value, or to be mowe ac- 
curate, 4.4 cents. These are the figures 
of the Turkish government. Reduced to 
United States currency, they give a to- 
tal value of a little more than $2,000,000. 
The figures of the bureau of statistics, 
however, state our total commerce with 
Turkey last year at about $6,000,000 with 
Turkey in Eurpoe and about $5,000,000 
with Turkey in Asia. If that of Turkey’s 
dependency in Africa—Egypt—were in- 
cluded, the total would be about $23,000,- 
000, but the figures of the Turkish gov- 
ernment, regarding its foreign commerce, 
do not include that of Hgypt. 

It is not surprising, however, that the 
figures of Turkey and those of the United 
States do not agree regarding the com- 
merce between the two countries, since 
the routes of transportation between the 
two countries are in most cases across 
other countries, and thus render difficult 
any axcurate presentation of the real 
value of the commerce passing between 
| them, 

Turkey is One of the countries with 
which our commerce consists principally 
of imports. While the total commerce 
with Turkey in Europe last year was over 
$6,000,000, only $496,785 of that sum was 
exports and $5,672,578 was imports. With 
Turkey in Asia the commerce of last 
year was over $5,000,000, but of this sum 
only $276,247 was exports and $4,897,- 
428 was imports. If we consider Egypt 
as a part of Turkey the total would be 
considerably enlarged, though still with

HIGH LIVING AT CITY EXPENSE 
REACHES ITS LIMIT IN BRITAIN

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Feasts of London’s Lord Mayor and Councilors Cost 
$150,000 Last Year and Cleaned Out 
the City Treasury. 


Special Correspondence. 
London, September /2.~—If possible, al- 
dermen over here are even fonder of 


the tendency of English city fathers to 
regalie themselves at the public expense 
is likely to have a cheek put upon it 
pretty soon if many more such figures 
come to light as have been made public 
recently. 
The annual] statement of.the Chamber- 
lain of the ancient London borough that 
calls itself the ‘‘city,”’ Issued a few days 
ago, reveals the fact that the municipail- 
ty’s expenditure for the year 1902 had 
been $295,000 more than its income, and 
the disgust of the taxpayers over this 
state of things was not lessened by the 
discovery that over $150,000 of the money 
spent had been lavished on banquets at 
which the lord mayor and his atcre:dant 
satoallites had entertained royalty and 
various other distinguished guests. 
Fortunately for the people who have to 
contribute to its support, the city of 
London hasn't yet followed the @¢xampic 
of so many other London boroughs and 
provincial towrs throughout the country 
and gone in for ‘‘municipal trading,’ as 
they call it when a place tries its hand 
at running its owr street railways, elec- 
tric light plants and so on. For those 
in charge of such enterprises seem 
especially apt to acquire the habit of 
“blowing themselves’’ at the cost of the 
taxpayers In a good many places these 
“borough councillors” or ‘‘vestrymen” or 
whatever they call themselves are great 
on visits of “‘inspection’’ to other pro- 
vincial towns, to London and even toa 
continental cities, and the “inspecting’”’ 
of the various municipal experiments in 
these centers is made the excuse for 
such an amount of wining and dining 
as none but millionaires or folk travel- 
ing at some one else’s expense could af- 
ford. And such “eity fathers'’—who, 
more often than not, are small grocers, 
peddlers or even hed carriers—often: elect 
to equip the offices in which they carry 
on their deliberations in a style such as 
the president of an American trust might 
envy. 

Here, for instance, are some details 
of such expenditures which are so ex- 


good living than those in America, but | 


travagant that they are positively fun- 
ny. On May 22, 1902, the Liverpoo] baths 
committee held an “inspection,”’ ‘which 
cost the tax payers of that city just 
$135—made up of these items: Twenty- 
four dinners, $45—about $1.50 each— 
champagne $50—or more than the dinners 
cost—“‘other wines and spirits’’ $14: min- 
eral waters, coffee and cigars, $25.50. 

And here are the expenses of the Ure 
Valley water works committee, whicn held 
a session on April 17, 1902: Luncheon 
for five. cold chicken and tongue, $1.25; 
salmon and sauce, $1.75; tarts and 
cheese cakes, 30 cents; ten cakes, 
cents; cheese and butter, 60 cents: two 
French rolls, 25 cents; one bottle of whis- 
ky, $1; eight bottles of soda water, $1: 
one bottle Hochheimer, $1.50: 
cigars, $2.50. 

And here is what it cost to transform 
an ordinary room in the Haekney town 
hall into a *“‘mavor’s parlor’’—painting and 
decorating, $175; a carved oak sideboard. 
$160; Turkey carpet, $115; overmantle 
and mantlepiece, $100; carved writing ta-' 
ble, $60; best morocco all-hair couch 
$45: six chairs to match, $60. And in 
Lancashire an auditor complaining of the 
cost of furnishing the new Offices for 
the corporation, ggid that, while he did 
not object to good furniture, it did 
‘rile’ him to encounter such items as 
$45 for a t@a service; $22 for a tea urn; 
$10 for two cases of fish carvers, and 
other charges for such knick knacks as 
champagne nippers and ‘surprise’ cork 
screws. ,

come to light that in connection with the 
expenses of incorporating a new town, a 


| refreshment bill was rendered for some- 


thing over $350, which had been eaten 
up and poured down in four days. The 
regular dinners and lhuincheons in that 
time necessitated 129 bottles of wine, 
and “sundry other dinners and drinks” 
came to $56 extra, while cigars were as 
free as alt.

He got no reply from either, however. 
and had about given up the Idea of 
going to England, when suddenly he gor 
a telegram from his brother, Frederick, 
of whom he had seen or heard nothing 
for so many years.- It seems that in the 
meantime the younger Goodwin had seen 
the advertisement and hag begun casting 
around to see if his brother were still 
alive—finally locating him. 

After some correspondence, the Good- 
wins decided to meet, and John travel¢d 
660 miles from Queensland to see Fred- 
erick, who wag now in Sydney. Arriving 
there, however, he found that the latter 
had made all arrangements for their pas- 
sage in company to England to look up 
the inheritance. He had spent practically 
every penny he had in the world on their 
tickets. The elder of the two old men 
had also nearly exhausted his smail 
means in making his researches, and he 
went on board the Orient Line steamer 
with exactly $7.50 in his pocket. By 
this time, neither felt any doubt of the

No sooner had they actually reached the 
métropolis than they were immensely 
encouraged, For then they received a 
letter from Harrison & Baxter saying 
that they had apprised Sir Humphrey 
de Trafford of the Goodwin's arrival and 
that the nobleman had directed that 
thé “heirs” should go to Manchester im- 
mediately and apply to a legal firm there

whose name was mentioned and received 


from these Jawyers their inheritance. 
Lawyers Were Fictitious. 

But when the brothers having hurried 
to Manchester tried to find the legal 
firm at the address furnished them, they 
railed. There was no such firm in Man- 
enester. Then they called at the office 
of Sir Humphrey de Trafford, also in 
Manchester, where, though ‘they were 


‘treated politely, the half-crazed men were 


told that nothing was known of any rela- 
tive of theirs having died and left a 
legacy for. them. Almost hopeless now 
they spent nearly all the money they 
had left between them in getting back 
to London and there made search for 
“Yessrs. Harriscn & Baxter.” But in 
High Holborn, where the lawyers’ offices 
“ere supposed to be located, no such 
law firm existed. And so the two old 
men at !aBt gave up and realized that 
they had been duped. 

Evidently the disappointment was tvo 
rauch for the younger brother Frederick, 
for he disappeared entirely after the last 
facer, and John Goodwin has no idea 
what has becOme of him. The elder 


_. brother lost no time in making his way 


tc a police court in the Southwark dis- 
trict of London and laving his case be- 
fore the magistrate there. At firagt, «of 
course, he was looked updn with som:

At present John Goodwin is living on 
75 cents a day, which the Southwark 
magistrate has allowed him from the 
public poor box. Meanwhile two sisters 
of the Goodwins have turned up in Lon- 
don, having learned from the newspapers 
of their brothers’ straits. From them 
the disappointed fortune seeker has 
learned that their “Uncle Holkand” did 
die many years ago, leaving about $2,000, 
which was bequeathed, however, to some 
illegitimate chHdren of his with a small 
reversion to his nieces, the only ones of 
his brother's family whom he remem- 
bered in his will. The sisters have no 
means of their own, both being “compan- 
ions’’ and are unable to do anything of 
consequence to assist their brother. 

But there is no light upon the mystery 
of why these two inoffensive old men 
were dragged from Australia to London 
and dipped into spending their all wpon 
their useless quest. It cannot be discov- 
ered who inserted the false advertise- 
ment in,;the Australian newspapers nor 
who sent the letter received by the Good- 
Wins on reaching London. Evidently, 
however, the author of this “joke” was 
perfectly conversant with the Goodwins’ 
family history.

land will satisfy men of Irish blood but 
the Ireland for which Emmet died, Ire- 
land a nation free and independent, mak- 
ing her own laws, floating her own flag, 
shaping her fortunes, acknowledging al- 
legiance to no power outside the lHmits 
with which nature has bounded the {!s- 
land. The resolutions added:

New York Herald: Seventy leagues 
covered in twelve hours, riding at @ gal- 
lop and stopping only long enough at 
each prescribed halt to accegs a remount, 
drain a cup of pure water and eat a 
moréel of wheat bread or taste an orange. 
This is the record established by an offi- 
cer in the cavalry service of Argentina, 
the Gommandante Domingo Astoma, a 
végetarian, who lives upon less than 5 
cents a day. 

It is a record of about 2 Omiles an hour 
for the distance he traveled is nearly 200 
miles. 

“Sobriety and will,” the motto of the 
new champion long distance rider of, the 
southern continent, is accepted half se- 
riously, half mockingly in his own coun- 
try. es perhaps the sign that a new 
prophet has arisen. a Messiah of the 
proletariat, to use their own words, — 

_ If, say the enthusiasts of Buenos Ayres, 


one cag eat a few oranges, a quantity of 


peanuts, a modest portion of plain wheat 
bread, without codiments, without wine, 
without flesh—with simply a draught of 
water from a spring, filtered—what are 
not the possibilities for the future? 

What hope arises for the bride and 
bridegroom blessed abundantly with love, 
but with slender purses; what renewed 
assurances are there for the toiler, who 
can live on less than 100 pesos a year and 
yet be so effectively nurished that no 
work will be to emerous, no fatigue be- 
yond his strength! 

Astorga's achievement fs sufficiently as-

Cholly Frank and his bunch have 
fought hard and valiantly for the rag, 
and it would seem a sad blow to the 
Memphians were the Southern League 
magnates to decide that Little Rock and 
not Memphis was entitled to the rag. 

However, according to the rules of the 
Southern League which forbid one club 
Playing & man owned by another club, 
Which {s also a member of the National 
Association of Baseball Clubs, it seems 
the Southern League at the next meet- 
ine can do nothing else but throw out 
the two Nashvillie-Little Rock games, 
provided Manager Finn continues to pro- 
test the two games. 

Manger Finn claims that he protested 
the two games ia which Hugh Hill par- 
ticipated at Nashville and notified Presit- 
dent Kavanaugh and Newt Fisher of the 
protest. Hugh Hill had been awarded to 
Kansag City by Secretary Farrell, of the 
National AssOciation, and was _ subse- 
quently awarded to that club.

New York, September 19.—The Finan- 
clal Age says today: 

“Wall street is waiting—at ieast, that is 
the opinion of those who attempt to 4na- 
lyze the moods of the speculative com- 
munity, and there seems to be a certain 
amount of justification for the belief. It 
le Dut fair to add that Wall street is ai- 
waye waiting, although sometimes it ‘hus- 
tles’ while it waite. It waits for the 
weekly bank statement, the weather re- 
pert, crop bulletin, raélroad statements 
and numerous events which it is popular- 
ly supposed will affect the immediate or 
future course of prices. At present it 
is waiting becauge it cannot do other- 
wise, for the powers that be have wisely 
decreed that the present is no time to in- 
dulge in speculation. Besides, there could 
be no marked activity without public sup- 
port, which is con#®pichous by ita absence, 
as it has been for the past year. 

“Interest at present centers in the con- 
flicting weather reports that are being 
received from the west. <A flood of re- 
ports of damage by frost and indicating 
even more serious loss was received early 
in the week. Temperatures as shown by 
the weather map failed to bear out stich 
assertions as far as actual injury was ocon- 
cerned, frosts being confined chiefly to 
spring wheat states, where practically no 
corn is raised. It was the fear of more 
serious frosts that was chiefly responst- 
ble for the discouraging impression cre- 
ated by these reports. A sharp advance 
in the corn market gave these predictions 
some force, while rising prices of wheat 
were accepted as an admission that the 
heavy rains in the northwest had caused 
damage to the grain in shock. Later of- 
ficial weather advices were more reassur- 
ing, indicating that general frosts would 
again be averted, while a late decline in 
the wheat market was accompanied by 
admissions that the damage reports had 
been exaggerated. 

“Bankers differ somewhat in their esti- 
mates as to the amount of money that 
will have to be supplied by the banks of 
New York city to move the crops. The 
harvest season ig late this year, and prac- 
tically the first shipments of currency to 
the country for moving purposes were not 
made until two weeks ago. For the two 
first weeks of the movement, the ship- 
ments were rather heavier than usual, 
but not heavier than is usual at this time 
of the year. The consensus of opinion ts 
that the shipments of money to the 
country this fall wilj) be as heavy 48s 
usual, and should the reports of crop 
damage prove to have been exaggerated, 
these shipments may even be heavier 
than usual. To offset this, however, the 
banks are better prepared than in former 
years to meet the demands of the west. 
They have a larger surplus reserve and 
the assurance that the secretary of the 
treasury will assist them if necessary, 
by depositing $40,000,000 with depository 
banks. Furthermore, if Europe takes a 
fair average quantity of our grain and 
cotton she must pay for it in gold; even 
if she fails to buy our cotton and cereals 
we could, as a last resort, borrow all the 
gold needed. 

“Secretary Shaw's designation of fifty 
additiona] national banks as depositories 
for public funds is generally, and, in all 
probability, accurately, construed as 4 
measure calculated to induce national 
banks not to reduce their circulation dur- 
ing the next few months. It is estimated 
that none of the banks selected has re- 
cently applied for retirement of iis cir- 
culating notes, and that if any of these 
banks should apply for retirement of cir- 
culation. that bank would not be allowed 
to retain its deposits of public money. 
This policy is adopted in view of the rapid 
retirement of bank circulation at a time 
when the secretary of the treasury is 
trying to relieve what he regards as the 
need for a larger circulating medium 
during the crop moving season. About 
$7,000,000 has been designated during the 
last two weeks for deposits with national 
banks. Under the law only $3,000,000 of 
bank circulation can be retired in a single 
month. Applications for September re- 
tirements aggregating about $10,000,000 
have already been received at the office of 
the comptroller of the currency. The 
policy of the secretary will undoubtedly 
act as an incentive to many institutions 
to maintain their present volume of cir- 
culation and thereby receive a portion 
of the public moneys. 

“Tt is unlikely that Secretary Shaw will 
resort to purchases of bonds for the sink- 
ing fund for the purpose of restoring the 
surplus revenue to the channels of trade, 
although this method has been resorted to 
by secretaries of the treasury in former 
years. Washington advices state chat the 
reduction of the bonded debt during tbe 
current fiscal year will, in all probability, 
be confined to the redemption of the 5 per 
cent bonds of 1904, amounting tv $1%385,- 
050, which will mature on February | 
next. The purchases of bonds. for the 
last fiscal year were much smaller than 
those for the previous year, when the 
face value of the bonds purchased was 
$56,071,730, and premiums were paid to 
the amount of $14,339,211, making tne to- 
tal amount released from the treasury 
in this way $70,410,941, or within $21,- 
000,000 of the large surplus for that yeur. 
During the last fiscal year the face value 
of the bonds purchased for the sinking 
fund was $16,529,600 and the total dis 
bursements for face value and premium 
amounted to about $22,872,000. 


“The question of when the movement of 
European gold to this country will begin 
is the subject of much discussion in bank- 
ing circles. Precedent does not warrant 
the assumption that such a movement 
will be inaugurated before the end of the 
present month. In 1902 and 1901 virtu- 
ally no gold arrived from Europe. In 
i¢00, our first engagement of gold in any 
quantity, in Europe, was announced Qc- 
tober 9. Sight sterling then ruled at 
4.83%. Half a million gold was taken 
that week from England; the next week 
a million more from England, a mil- 
lion and a half from France and half a 
million from Germany. London sent in 
al} $3,000,000 during the closing quar- 
ter of 1900, and Germany $3,300,000. 

‘In 1899, September 28 was the date 
when the first lot of gold was engaged, 
with sight sterling at 4.85%. Although 
the London markets were convuised by 
the war outbreak and by the violent 
rise in money at that time, all of the 
$3,000,000 gold which we obtained that 
autumn came from England. 

Me, are exceptions to the rule of 
late autumn gold engagements, notably 
1898, when gold was taken from Eurape 
as early as August 2, exchahge having 
fallen to 4.85%, That was, however, the 
year of our ‘bumper wheat crop,’ comink 
on top of great shortage abroad.”

MAKES ADDRESS

Second Day's Session of 
Congregational Workers 
Largely Attended. 


The second day's session of the nation- 
al convention of colored Congregational 
workers, held yesterday afternoon in the 
First Congregational church, colored, was 
attended by hundreds 6f people. 

The feature of the day’s pfogramme 
was the address by ‘Rev. Orishatukeh 
Faduma, a native African, educated in 
this country, but now a resident of Sjérra 
leone, West Africa Ameng other things 
he said: 

“In the southland, through the aus- 
pices of the American Missionary Asso- 
clation, there are 15,000 scholars and 500 
instructors, ranging from the primary 
and kindergarten schools to the college 
and developing the industrial, moral, lit- 
erary and religious life o¢ the negro. 
Through its educational work the negro 
is furnished with a powerful] Christian 
leadership. It is a work broad and non- 
Sectarian, touching the many phaseg and 
furnishing efficient leaders for the ne- 
gro’s life. 

“This association had the foresight to 
be the first to lay the foundation of a 
sOlid industrialism for the negro in Tal- 
ladega, Ala..:and Hampton. Va., and 
made it possible for the existence of the 
great industrial leader, Booker T. Wash- 
ington. It made industrial education a 
handmaid to literary, moral and religious 
development. With unerring provision it 
made literary, moral and industrial train- 
ing correlative and harmonious, not an- 
tagonistic. 

“It still adheres to that policy. Its 
idea of right living seizes the domain of 
intellect, the’ hand and the heart. so 
that it.can say to its constituents, 
now, let us reason together. Come now, 
let us work together. Come now, let us 
feel together.’ 

“It does not believe in a one-sided man- 
hood, It made the leaders of the ne- 
groes possible—the men and women who 
are touching the lives of 13,000 church 
members in 173 churches under the direc- 
tion of 142 missionaries. In the profes- 
sion of medicine and law, in the govern- 
ment service, in the tradeg and on the 
farm, it hag touched the negro’s Nfe 
from the highest to the lowest.”

RADIUM SHOWN IN NEW YORK. 


‘two Grains Which Cost $300, the 
Product of a Ton of Pitchblende. 
(From ,The New York Tribune.) 
The crowds that visited the museum of 
natural history to see the specimen of 
| radium exhibited there yesterday did nox 
Ieee a substance Shining with a mysterious 
and powerful brilliancy, as many evident- 
ly expected, but, instead, peered into a 
| glass case at a tiny tube containing a 
' fine gray powder. Nevertheless, what 
Ithey saw was the largest sample in the 
country of the marvelous substance dis- 
covered in 1900 by Mr. and Mrs, Curie.
